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AN EARTHQUAKE 


AT VALPARAIS 


Most Important City on Western 
Coast 


of South America is Visited 


by Disaster 


Shock Recorded in Washington on Goverment's 


Instruments 


Information Still Meagre-Several Shows Followed by 


Conflagration But Extent of Damage Not Yet 


Known-Same City Has Suffered Before. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 17—Only meager details of what seems to have 


been a terrible earthquake disaster in Cliili have been received up to this 
afternoon. 
Cable dispatches say the city of A'alparaiso suffered from sev- 


eral shocks, that many buildings were wrecked and nearly all were dam- 
aged. A conflagration and panic followed and there was much loss of life. 


Iiate reports today say the loss of life will run up into the hundreds. 


Refugees returned to Valparaiso and communication was partly restored 
and it is believed the worst is over. 
Since then no news has come ex- 


cept fragments which stated that the fires are still burning and hundreds 
of residents are believed to be buried in t!»e ruins of the wrecked build- 
ings It is known that inland communication in. Cliili is gone and it is be- 
lieved that the capital, Santiago and other cities and town s in the inter- 
ior have suffered even worse than Valparaiso. 


The earthquake shock was felt in Argentina and other South'Ameri- 


can countries. Nothing has been heard from the United States minister or 
American consuljit^CJijil|c.ajid,thejCJ»ilian-repi«seiiti»ttves ,=JjEte*>-a«d>-=ii»- 
Washington have not been informed of the disaster or its extent. This is 
deemed significant and has led to fears that the disaster is greater than 
the meager cable reports have so far Indicated. 


Xew York, Aug. 17—Advices from 


Valparaiso, 
Chili, this morning re- 


port a terrific earthquake last night. 
Buildings were wrecked. Fire broke 
out 
through the city. It is feared 


there have been many casualties. 


A dispatch from Valparaiso today 


says cable lines are working as far as 
the cable buidling on the seashore out- 
side of Valparaiso. All land lines to 
the interior of Chili are down. The

prooably a repetition of the San Fran- 
cisco calamity. 


The Mexican 
Cable 
company re- 


ceived information last night of the in- 
terruption of the service along 
the 


west coast of South America by earth- 
quakes in the neighborhood of Iquique, 
Chili. No details, however, were given. 


Advices received from Buenos Ayres 


via London, also 
stated a terrible 


earthquake was felt in Cordillera de 
Losn Andes, lasting five seconds. Com- 
munication between Chili and Argen- 
tina was reported to be compTetelv in- 
terrupted. 


Kingston, Island of St. Vincent, also 


was affected by an earthquake Tues- 
day night, according to the dispatches 
from that point Shocks were felt al- 
so in the island of St. Lucia during 
the night of August 2. In all 51 dis- 
tinct shocks were fell. 


Information up to noon today re- 


garding the earthquake at Valparaiso 
is still meagre. It occurred at 7:40 last 
night and there were several severe 
shocks, followed by a conflagration. 
How far the fire extended or how much 
damage resulted has not yet been 
learned. The cable operators who left

the city of La Conception was 


destroyed with a loss of 2,000 lives. 
In 1864 Santiago, the capital, 
was 


overwhelmed and 1,000 lives 
were 


lost. The terrible earthquake of 1730 
wiped out Valparaiso, La Senena, La 
Concepcion and Coquimbo and every 
town and village 
on the coast be- 


tween La Concepcion and Coquimbo. 


In 1830 La Concepcion was again 


ruined and five other cities were iev- 
eled to the ground.

TROOPS KEPT IN QUARTEBS 


State Guard in Camp Anxious to Get 


a Crack at Colored Regular 


Soldiers. 


Wort Worth, Texas, Aug. 17.—(Bul- 


letin.—-State Rangers have been sent 
to Brownsville to preserve peace. Four 
hundred white men are armed with 
Winchesters and are only waiting for 
the negro troops to show themselves. 
A direct appeal has been made to 
President Roosevelt by citizens to re- 
move negro troops. Conditions are so 
strained that the negroes are not al- 
lowed to emerge from the barracks. 


Brownsville, Tex., Aug. 17.—Since 


the recent raid by negro soldiers from 
Fort Brown race feeling here is run- 
ning high. 


Further trouble is expected with the 


negro troops. 
A citizens' guard of 


150 men is stationed along the road 
between this city and Fort Brown, 
and if the negro soldiers attempt to 
leave the garrison it is the avowed 
purpose of, the citizens to shoot them 
down. There were 400 Winchester 
rifles sold to citizens. The report that 
officers of the garrison are afraid of 
the negro troops determined the citi- 
zens to take no chance. Many people 
are leaving their homes on the side 
of the city near Fort Brown. An ad- 
ditional appeal was made to Governor 
Lanham to send state troops. 
Busi- 


ness is entirely suspended here. 


It is reported the Texas National 


Guard troops attending the maneu- 
vers at Camp Mabry are clamoring to 
be sent to Brownsville. Sensational 
rumors inflamed the militiamen. 
It 


Is. now believed the negro raiders 


.the. recent acts in Browns- 


•ville in'retaliation, for the reported in- 
tention of Texas militiamen to use 
ball cartridges in the event the Unit- 
ed States permitted the negro troops 
to participate in the Camp Mabry ma- 
neuvers.

considers it unwise to send state 
troops here. 


The committee sent a most urgent 


message to President Roosevelt, Sen- 
ators Bailey and Governor Lanham, 
detailing the outrage and stating that 
after two days' diligent inquiries it 
has been found that no , blame at- 
taches to the citizens, and asking that 
the negroes be replaced by white 
troops. The message states that 
threats have been made by the sol- 
diers that they will break out again 
and burn the town, and it is feared 
the five commissioned officers can not 
control the men. The governor and 
senators are implored to do all they 
can to secure the removal of the 
negro troops. 


It is said the government investiga- 


tion will result in a courtmartial lor 
one or more officers. 


Rangers Ordered Out. 


Austin, Tex., Aug. 17.—According 


to a telegram received by Governor 
Lanham 
from 
the authorities 
at 


Brownsville, conditions there are any- 
thing but reassuring." While all is 
quiet, it is reported that there is an 
armed body of men expected from the 
city proper to attack the barracks, 
and it is believed if any negro soldiers 
show themselves there is danger of 
immediate and serious trouble. While 
the governor will not make public the 
substance of his telegram and will not 
make an official statement concerning 
conditions there, it is learned that by 
agreement with the federal authori- 
tls he sent a Hanger force to Browns- 
ville to preserve order. The sentiment 
is so strained that it is feared trouble 
will be renewed if any of the negro 
soldiers come out of the barracks. 


WAR DEPARTMENT 


Receives Special Report About the 


Hostilities at Ft. Brown. 


Washington. Aug. 17.—Major Pen-

In 
fact it is said more negro troops have 
been stationed in Texas than in any 
other state, and no complaints have 
arisen heretofore nor has the race 
issue 
ever been raised so far as 


known to the department. Both the 
negro cavalry and infantry have often 
been stationed along the Rio Grande 
from the gulf to the western border.

Minneapolis, Minn.. Aug. 17.—After 


spirited rivalry since the opening of 
the G. A. R. encampment the election 
of officers _for the ensuing year was 
turned into a great "peace victory" of 
mutual fellowship and good will. The 
following were elected: 


Cornmaiider-in-chiet", R. B. Blown of 


Zanesville, O.; for senior vice com- 
mander, William H. Armstrong of In- 
dianapolis; for junioi vice command- 
2r, E. B. Fenton of Detroit; for chap- 
lam-in-chief, Archbishop John Ireland 
of St. Paul; for surgeon general, W. 
H. Johnson of Lincoln, Neb. All other 
officers are staff appointments which 
will be announced by the new coai- 
taander-in-chief in due time. 
The strongest opponents of General 


Brown for commander-in-chief were 
C. G. Burton of Missouri and Captain 
P. H Coney of Kansas. Both of these 
withdrew when it was seen that the 
election of Brown waa a certainty. 
The friends of Brown declared there 
was no possibility of beating their 
man, inasmuch as he had the promise 
of support from the four strongest del- 
egations at the convention—Illinois, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and New York. 
The followers of Burton and Coney re- 
fused to accept the situation as out- 
lined by the Brown adherents, but 
when the convention came to elect the 
commander-in-chief it was seen that 
the election of Brown could not be 
pevented, and so both men declined 
the nomination andasked their friends 
to vote for Brown, who was chosen by 
acclamation. Several candidates were 
nominated for senior and junior vice 
commanders, but at the last instant 
all withdrew and Armstrong and Fen- 
ton were chosen unanimously. 
Arch- 


bishop Ireland had no rivals for chap- 
lain-m-chief. 


After the elections the place of hold- 


ing the next encampment was taken 
up, and the New York delegation pre- 
sented Saratoga. An adjournment was 
taken betore a vote was reached, and 
other cities that desire the encamp- 
ment will present their claims today.

The mob then 
removed the prisoner from the view 
of the governor and w-ithin a short 
distance of the home of his victim 
the negro was riddled with bullets.

The capacity of each 
of the seventeen sprinklers opened oy 
the fire was thirty gallons of water 
per minute, and before the trouble was 
discovered and the sprinklers shut off 
a total of 340,000 gallons had poureU 
through the store, from the fifth floor 
to the basement, causing the heavv 
water loss. The result of this remark-
